Passed at the Fourth Session of the Fourth Legislature, 
i Province of Alberta 


Ninety-Two Bills Were Introduced — Of Fifteen Private Bills, Eleven Were 
Passed, and of Seventy-Seven Public Bills, Sixty-Seven 
Were Passed 


The Fourth Session of the Fourth Legislature 
of the Province of Alberta was opened by His 
Honour Lieutenant Governor Brett, on Tuesday, 
February 15th, and came to a close on 
Tuesday, April 19th. 


PUBLIC ACTS © 


1.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIQUOR ACT. 
After the ist day of Jute, 1921, no physician 
shall be furnished with more than one hundred 
prescription forms in a month, unless he makes 
application in writing, giving reasons for re- 
quiring more. . 
After the 1st day of May, 1921, every chemist 
and druggist shall upon his first order receive 
a reasonable quantity of liquor, but shall not 
thereafter purchase a yet number of bottles 
than has been dispensed by him from ghe date of |.
